Those who are in closest touch with public affairs tell us 
that the present ban on permission to work for those under 
sixteen years of age will undoubtedly continue for a long time. 
That means, of course, that more schooling of some sort must 
be provided for those who, upon finishing the eighth grade, 
would naturally leave school altogether, and those who, if 
they began high school, would continue only a year. It is, 
therefore, difficult to see lessened school costs for high school 
pupils; undoubtedly this expense must go higher than at 
present unless high school laws are changed or unless state 
aid for high school tuition becomes available.

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While much remains to be done in the matter of training 
_ school children, in general, in matters of public and social 
health and cleanliness, much has been done by the co-opera- 
tion of school boards in employing competent nurses. Mrs. 
Sheehy is very competent professionally, devoted to duty, 
and generous of time and expense beyond the requirements 
of her position, all for the benefit of the pupils. 

As I said in last year’s report, I hope the time may not be 
far off when the school may be provided with flush toilets, if 
not at public expense, which, of course, is at this time out of 
the question, then as an enterprise of some individual or 
group of individuals. Electric lights, water, a supply of milk, 
screens, play-ground apparatus and other benefits have been 
provided by the Parent-Teacher Association and others. It 
is a fine record. All these material improvements to the 
plant enable teachers, janitor and all connected with the 
school to do better work. | 

Since my last report we have made renewed efforts so to 
train and teach our pupils in school that they will, at all times, 
behave themselves properly, with due regard to the rights of 
others on the streets. This training is beginning to bear fruit, 
and the teachers deserve the credit for the improvement. It 
is a pleasure, too, to bear witness to the successful effort made 
by the teachers in all their work. The general tone of the 
school, the spirit of the pupils, and the results of the usually 
applied formal tests give us confidence that good work is being 
done.
